Ths Uktslaians pretsst 
the lack of Ukrainian lastguage textbooks, rsstrleted sd. is* 
slons of western UkrstxdanS into Soviet institutions of 
kighsr leamlr^. and dllfi.cultisB sncountered by Ukradniacs 
in gaining ttr^ploymsnt In the Ukraine. The Soviets have 
preferri^ to ef»j|4oy Ukrainians In Soviet Asia sod in the 
Russian Republic itself. Soviet troops in the Ukraine are 
not of Ukrainian nationidtty. and Ukrainian n Uitary per- 
sonnel must do thslr service elsewhere in the USSR. 



The Ukraine also contributes hmtvily to the Soviet 
Union* s industrial and technological producti on, but sets 
back leas than its sliare da consuu.ier goodis.
